NC Mutual Dedicates New Building 


The culmination of a unique success story will occur 
in Durham, North Carolina April 1 and 2 when the dedi- 
cation ceremonies for the new Home Office of North 
Carolina Mutual Life Insurance Company are held this 
week .

Mr. Young said the funds. made 
available to Negro communities 
by the Federal war on poverty 
were “disappointing” and “in 
many cases had led to frustra- 
tions where expectations were 
high and tangible results were 
not. scen.” 

“The Negro no longer can be

` and non-violence and being pa- 
tient,” he said. 

“The ingredients that precipi- 
tated the riots of the past are 
still here.
